•hooting gigantic cartridges filled with 
gun cotton ii now making a belated record 
for itself, ia seen in New York almost 
daily-gust now. 


It was his hope to take personal part In 


the military operation* of the war 
against Spain, since be is not yet quite 60 
years old, but the state of his health ren- 
ders this impracticable. He has recovered 
in a measure from tho severe illness that 
prostrated him some months ago, but he ia 
still far from strong, and bo shows a per- 
ceptible liinp when "he walks. He has 
many friends here, especially amon;; mem- 
bers of the Century association, to which 
he belongs and whose clubhouse gorvos 
him as a sort of headquarters. 


Captain Zalinskl is of Polish blood, as 


his name indicates—in fact, ha was born 
In Prussian Poland—bufrat heart he is as 
good an American as any man born under 
the stars and stripes. Me was brought to 
the United States ln'1868 when only a 
child. Soon after the breaking out of the 
civil war lie entered tho* northern army as 
a volunteer and so distinguished himself 
thot he was commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant in the regulars in 1866. His first 
lieutenant's commission was dated a year 
later, but his promotion to the rank of 
captain was a matter of about two dec- 
ades. In the meantime he had not only 
perfected his pneumatic, gun, bnt had also 
made many experiments along other lines, 
the most interesting Of which perhaps 
were his investigations of the qualities 
which made the swords forged at Damas- 
cus famous in history. 


Captain Zalinski is an extensive travel- 


er as well as Inventor, and soon after re- 
tirement from the,army he made a round 
the world trip, which, of course, took In 
Japan. While there he secured a collec- 
tion of curios and Japanese works of ait 
which is said to bo unique. 


Tbe Pneumatic Gnu. 


The early history of his pneumatic gun 


covers a period of much anxiety in his 
life. The difficulties which he had to sur- 
mount were manifold. First and most 
important perhaps was the distrust With 
which the pneumatic gun idea was re- 
garded alike by army men, practical mech- 
anicians and the authorities atWashing- 


, ton with whom the appropriations for oar- 
' rying on tbe necessary experimentsrested. 


Next came i be technical difficulties, which 
were greatly enhanced by-utter lack of ex- 
perience in that sort of work by the men 
to whom the building of the guns and the 


{ accompanying air-compressors had to be 


Intrusted. 


Many experiments were necessary before 


a small pneumatic gun could be made to 
do its work properly,' and tbe difficulties 
encountered with a gun of ''model" size 
were vastly increased when one of the full 
size was attempted. Not the least of these 
latter troubles was the construction cf a 
barrel which would maintain the rigidity 
necessary to accurate shoqting., This is a 
difficulty of DO mean proportions In the 
construction of au ordinary piece of heavy 


i ordnance, notwithstanding the fact that j 


the barrel of such a-piece is made of tubes 
9f thick steel. To have made th* Zalinski 
gun barrels lite thpseof the heavy powder j 
guns would not only hav;e been entirely 
unnecessary and'so expensive as to hard 
been virtually prohibitive, but i£ would 
also have added enough weight to make 
their Use oa a light boat like the Vesuvius 
out of the question. " 


In choosing cast iron for the material 


reference was had to its relative strength 
and weight and also its rigidity. But 
it has been found in actual practice 
that tubes practically 60" feet long, as the 
guns on the Vesuvius are, develop great 
tendency to bend and vibrate. Of course 
this lessens their effectiveness by jusifso 
much, and the fact that by reason of their 
size they must be mounted at a fixed angle 
is another serious drawback. After Za- 
linski had overcome the prejudices of con- 
gress, had eliminated the technical diffi- 
culties as far as possible and had got the 
Vesuvius with its death dealing tubes 
built and iu commission hg encountered 
tho worst opposition- of all, the officers of 
thejiavy protesting against the use of such 
an explosive as gun cotton.' Bearing all 
these things in mind, it seems apparent 
that the inventor of tho pneumatic gnn 
must just now feel that he has won a nota- 
ble triumph. 


That the good work of his pieced in the 


present war will lead to a more extensive 
future use of similar guns,in tjnclevSam'* 
navy thoro would '"seem" to be nq manner 
of 'doubt, nor should there "be any ques- 
tion that inventive "genius will be stimu- 
lated to do away with some of the reniain- 
ing defects. But, no matter how much 
nearer perfection the pneumatic guns of 
the next century may be brought, the 
credit of originating tbe idea and of push- 
ing its development to practical success 
must always remain Zalinski'fl. 


Compressed Air In Peace. 


Tho use of compressed air in the indus- 


tries of peace has been considered theoret- 
ically possible for many years, and yet be- 
yond its employment as a- motive power 
in drilling rock, as in mining operations 
and tunnel building, comparatively little 
has been done in that direction until re- 
cently. It is doubtful indeed whethev it 
would have been much used even in rock 
drilling were it not that the exhaust of 
steam drills not only obscures the sight of 
the men operating them- underground, 
but also makes the tunnels, headings, etc., 
in which they are 'used damp and more 
difficult of ventilation, whereas.the ex- 
haust of the air drills does not obscure in 
the least, and, at the same time actually 
furnishes ventilation." 


These advantaged have insured, the use 


of air drills ever since their introduction, 
and this has brought about the develop- 
ment of the air compressor to a very high 
degree of efficiency. In the meantime, 
however, the development of this agency 
in motor cars haa lagged, bnt now. there 
is great probability that it will soon take 
its place, especially here In New York, 
alongside electricity,and (team. Nearly 
or quite a year ago it was. announced that 
compressed air was to be used on the crow 
town street railway lines and that tbe in- 
stallation of the compressed air'plants 
would be accomplished almost or quite as 
soon as that of the big electrical plant; for 
tho depressed trolleys. For many reasons 
there has been delay, bat a big plant for 
propelling cross town cars by compressed 
air, possibly the largest in the world, is 
now being rushed to completion at tho foot 
of West Twenty third street.

A CONFEDERATE CRUISER. 


The Amonnt Captured by On* Privateer In 


Eight Month!. 


Just what one little privateer can do has 


been revealed by the short career of the 
Confederate cruiser Shenandoah. She was 
actually cruising for the destruction of 
Union property but eight months, and 
during that time she captured and de- 
stroyed vessels to the value of $1,240,000, 
and the United States had never been able 
to direct a blow against her. She had vis- 
ited every ocean except the Antarctic, cov- 
ering a distance of 58,000 statute miles. 
She destroyed many whalers in the Arctic 
ocean. It was there that the last gun for 
the southern cause was fired. It was fired 
from tho deck of the privateer cruiser 
Shenandoah by Commander James Iredell 
Waddell on June 32, 1865, just 74 days 
after the surrender of Lee at Appomattox. 


Commander Waddell could not persuade 


himself to enter an American port and for 
some time aimlessly scoured the seas. In 
August, however, he spoke .the English 
ship Barracouta, bound from San Fran- 
clsob to "Liverpool, and from her received 
conclnsive evidence of the end of the war 
between the states. He resolved to seek 
an English port, and so on Nov. 5 the 
Shenandoah entered St. George's channel, 
having sailed 82,000 miles without seeing 
land. On Nov. 6 she steamed up the 
Mersey, and the Confederate flag having 
been hauled down by Commander Wad- 
doll, he setit a communication to Earl Bus- 
sell, English minister 'of foreign affairs, 
placing his ship at the disposal of the Brit- 
ish government Through Earl Russell 
the vessel was transferred to the jurisdic- 
tion of the American minister, Charles 
Francis Adams, who caused her to be con- 
veyed tp this country to be dismantled.— 
Altnnta Constitution.

Improvements In' Aceptlo 


At a meeting of the German surgical 


•ongress Professor Mikuliez (Breslau) said 
that in order to avoid infection \>t opera- 
tion wounds by the hands of the surgeons 
and the assistants he recommended tha 
wearing of gloves of white thread, which 
must be sterilized before use. To project 
the wound* from germs coming from'the 
mouth he and his assistants cover their 
mouth* with gauze bandages. He stated 
that this precaution was necessary, owing 
to Cue fact that in 38 per cent of 48 coses 
bacteriological examination showed that ~ 
itaphylooocous aurens WM present in th« 
mouths of healthy persons. Speaking 
during the course of an operation ought tc 
be avoided as much as possible. To insure 
the sterilization of dressing materials he 
das devised some methods which are ap- 
parently very useful. The most simple-, 
and efficacious way to control is to put in- 
side the dressing bos a piece of paper on 
which the word "sterilized" is printed, 
and the paper before being sterilized is 
made blue by a solution of iodine, so that | 
the printing disappears. When a temper 
ature sufficient for complete sterilization 
is produced within the apparatus, the is 
dine goes off and the word "sterilized'* 
reappears on the paper.—Lancet.

The printer Insisted that every rag 
was burned each night and called his er- 
rand boy over to corroborate pis statement 
that they could,not have 'spontaneously 
combusted.' The boy looked crestfallen 
and said that he Jiad.forgotten to take 
them down the night before. But the 
theory was knocked out when be under- 
took to show us where he bad left them, 
for there under a heap of burned rubbish 
was the rag receptacle with the lid secure- 
ly fastened down and uvery rag safe. 


"In another printing office fire every 


case was charred* arid every line of metal 
type was either melted or warped so as to 
be of no further use, but the only font of 
wood type in the office turned up all right, 
and when the linseed nil which had boiled 
out of the wood and stood all over it in 
beads was wiped off it was as good as ever. 
"I once canceled a policy on a rickety 


old frame planing mill which I knew 
would burn up inside of a year or two. 
That was 25 years ago Since then every 
brick planing mill that I have insured has 
been burned, bnt the old frame shed stood 
until last year, when it was torn down and 
replaced by a new brick building. 


"Icehouses would seem to be good risks, 


bat they burn more readily than match 
factories, and when the fire is over the con- 
tents are usually a total loss I would 
rather insure gunpowder than ice an; 
day."—Chicago Record.

Bnt on Feb. 8 Colonel Colton ate his 
dinner alone. 


The "Jayhawker" party was a com- 


pany tit emigrants which started from 


j Qalesbnrg.'Ill., in April, 1849, jto cross 
' the desert in search of gold in Cali- 
fornia. The party crossed the Missouri 
river at the point where Omaha now 


, stands and reached the Great Salt Lake 
i without adventure other than those at- 


tendant upon travel by wagon in those 
days. In 'choosing routes to California 
from that point the Illinois party took 
the southern trail and was lost in that 


J waste now known .as the Colorado des- 


ert. For days they wandered without 
food or water and almost without hope, 
numbers of the party dying. There was 
one woman in the party, and she is still 
living. , On the 4th day of February, 
1850, 
the surviving members of the 


party crossed the range into the Santa 
Clara valley and were given food and 
shelter by the Spanish, eettlera. 


Everyyearfor many years past Colo- 


nel Colton has invited the survivors of 
the party to celebrate the day at his 
Borne. They met on several occasions, 
but this year none came.' Luther A. 
Richards of Beaver City, Neb., and 
Colonel Colton of Kansas City are the 
only two now living east of the Sierra 
Nevada mountains. -Mr. .Richards was 
prevented by »{ sudden attack of grip 
from attending.

Is Now Hot* Interesting Than Any 
Other Sort — BeportJnf May Bevive 
Later—Chariot Emory Smith. 


NEW YOBK, w* S —[Special.]—Tha 


war with Spain ua» *-»:k a harder blow 
at the'business of newspaper reporting 
here in New York than auy other event 
or series of events since tho close of thfe 
civil war. 


As now practiced this gentle industry 


was unknown before the beginning of 
that struggle, coming into leing at its 
close to furnish a substitute for tho stir- 
ring news from the front. Since that time 
it has enjoyed a steacjy succession of ex- 
pansions, sometimes suffering temporarily 
trom overproduction, it is true, but still, 
on the whole, constantly moving forward 


But tho war has dealtNlt a sbaggering 


blow—a blow, moreover, from which many 
newspaper men believe it will never recov- 
er, though that by no moans follows Bar- 
ring The Taniinany Telegraph, there is not 
a newspaper in New York, save The Sun, 
that is now making use of its usual com- 
plement of city men, and The Sun would 
no doubt have reduced itsreportorial force 
long ago but for circumstances over which 
it has no control 


These circumstances have to do with the 


fact that The Sun is shut out of the Asso- 
ciated Press, of which all the other morn- 
ing papers and virtually all the evening 
sheets as well are members. The Asso- 
ciated-Press now covers practically all 
news of the city and vicinity quite as 
closely as any one of the papers ever has, 
and as'ils one staff of reporters furnishes 
the news to all the offices belonging tho 
cost to each is very much less than the low- 
est figure ever before paid for the service. 


War &eir8 Coita Enormously. 


In view of the enormous cost of war 


news tho comparative cheapness with 
which city news may be got together is 
nothing less than a godsend to tho newspa- 
per publishers. No one but the publishers 
themselves knows what their war news is 
costing them; no one not in the newspaper 
business can have any adequate idea of it. 
It ia suggest! ve that two newspapers which 
clubbed together in chartering a swift 
steam yacht for a dispatch boat had to 
give a bond of $300,000 for, the craft's 
safety to her owners, while the daily ex- 
pense of navigating the vessel, exclusive 
of salaries to correspondents, telegraph 
tolls, hire of the boat, etc., runs well up 
into the hundreds and has been known 
to approach $1,000. 


For this boat, which belongs to the 


banker, J. Pierpont Morgan, is little less 
than an ocean liner in size and requires a 
large staff of skilled officers tp navigate 
her, a thoroughly trained engineer corps 
to operate htir machinery and a big force 
of stokers to feed her furnaces with coal. 


In the circumstances it is not surprising 


thai; the newspapers are scrimping their 
local expenses in every possible way. For 
instance, with the exception of the two 
above mentioned, they have all dropped 
their ''Tenderloin precinct1*" reporters. 
Had any working newspaper man of this 
town predicted such a thing five years ago 
he would have been deemed crazy by all 
his associates, and with apparent reason, 


News From the Tenderloin. 


For the Tenderloin contains nearly all 


the important hotels and many of the im- 
portant theaters, as well As those eating, 
drinking and other resorts that are fre- 
quented by those who wish to "live the 
life." The Tenderloin's police news has 
always been of special importance, as po- 
lice news goes. It was from the Tender- 
loin that much of the evidence laid before 
the Lexow committee was obtained. Near- 
ly all the interviews with visiting foreign- 
ers and strangers from other American 
cities have been obtained at the hotels in 
the Tenderloin district. A goodly share 
of the suicides and no small proportion of 
the murders occur in tho Tenderloin, and 
the "human interest" stories that for 
years have been staples, especially with 
Sunday supplement editors, have been 
drawn from Tenderloin sources. 


But human nature has not changed 


and, notwithstanding the present partial 
eclipse of the Tenderloin, it is sure to en- 
joy a revival when the war is finished, foi 
there must be something to replace the 
dispatches from Cuba and Key West and 
the Philippines, as there was in 1865 to 
take the plaon of news "from the front." 
And there are many who believe that 
this revival of interest in city affairs will 
be accompanied by a revival of the repott- 
ing business—in fact, that good city re- 
porters will then be in greater demand 
than ever. 


Charter Emory Smith. 


Writing of newspapers and newspaper 


men reminds me that Charles Emory 
Smith, editor of the Philadelphia Press, 
former minister to Russia and at this time 
the only newspaper man in the cabinet, is 
almost counted a New Yorker by the news- 
paper men of this town from the fact that 
all of his earlier journalistic work was 
done in this state. 


Mr. Smith, by the bye, is held in very 


high personal regard by all New Yorkers 
who know Mm regardless of political af- 
filiations, although he is one of the stron- 
gest Republicans living. Here is a story 
which I heard about him yesterday that 
may explain one of the reasons for his pop- 
ularity. It was told by a man who hac 
been a newspaper worker for 20 years) sfcd 
more. 


'•When I was a youngster," said Cfiis 


man, "I desired very much to get into the 
newspaper Business, but I lived away back 
in the country, and do what I could, torn 
which way I would, thewvseemed no open- 
ing. Finally I wrote 100 letters to 100 
newspaper editors begging each to give me 
some sort of encouragement. One of these 
letters was sent to Charles Emory Smith, 
then editor of the Albany Journal.- In 
due time I began to receive replies. All 
told, I believe there were about 60 of them, 
but only one gave me the slightest hope. 
Most of them turned me down remorse- 
lessly ; some of them even made fun of my 


I untrained aspirations. 
"But the letter from Mr. Smith was of 


such a character as to make me forget all 
the others. It did not offer me a place or 
his paper, it didn't even tell me to press 
forward in the certainty that I was cut 
out for a newspaper man. bnt it was kind- 
ly and considerate in tone, and it con- 
tained two or three practical suggestions 
which I embraced and because of which I 
ultimately succeeded in 'breaking my way 
In. 


"I have never seen Mr. Smith, bnt I 


mean to some time, and when I do I shall 
tell him how much his friendly letter 
written to a friendless country boy nearly 
85 years ago helped the boy."

RISING TO NATIONAL HE- 


SPONSIBIUXY. 


The opinion of Harper's Weekly is 


that congress "has been displaying its 
incapacity to deal with the military 
»nd naval establishments of the gov- 
ernment" and the paper says: "It is 
said by those who believe in fancies 
Instead of facts that by adding- to our 
responsibilities we shall rise to them. 
It is true that whenever the responsi- 
bility rests directly upon the people, 
the response Is all that can be desired. 
It is also true that when the respon- 
sibility rests upon the representatives 
of the people— that is, upon the govern- 
ment—there is no si^n whatever that 
the politicians who wield the political 
power have any capacity whatever to 
rise to responsibilities — either new or 
old." 


This is a mixture in thinking. If it is 


a. fancy to believe that adding to our 
responsibilities makes us rise to them 
how can there be truth in the state- 
ment "that whenever the responsibility 
rests directly upon the people the re- 
sponse is all that can be desired?" It 
should be clear to every intelligent 
person that we must rise to increasing 
and inescapable responsibilities or go 
down under the weight, and the Ameri- 
can people are not ye.t ready .to throw 
lip their hands. There is great truth 
in saying that our legislative bodies do 
not meet our public responsibilities 
with an alert singleness of purpose 
such as the people would, which is due 
to the. playing of politics that seems to 
be inseparable from all such bodies, but 
in- time-these bodies get around to do 
what the people would have done with 
promptness, at the start The ratifica- 
tion of .the peace treaty by the senate 
may be instanced as an illustration. 
When the test comes no part of our 
government, legislative or executive, 
dares- to oppose an unmistakable pub- 
lic sentiment. And there is cause for 
the opinion that the people are getting 
nearer to their representatives in legis- 
lative -halls and to their servants in 
office and that their wishes are being 
carried out with more dispatch than 
formerly. 
The almost instant and 


simultaneous carrying of intelligence 
to /all parts of the country, and to all 
of the. world for that matter, and the 
increasing use of tlie newspaper are a 
powerful aid to the rapid forming of 
public . opinion "and, reciprocally, of 
making it known to those whose bus!- 
ness it is to learn it and be guided 
by'ft.' 


Withal it may be said that public 


opinion is crude and ill defined regard- 
ing many important matters. 
Those 


•affairs of state which are more tech- 
nical in character than otherwise meet 
with very imperfect treatment at the 
hands of the masses of the people and 
wili indefinitely, be left to .legislators 
and administrative officers to dispose 
of. This is because the people have not 
yet a." familiarity with these matters 
that will permit of an intelligent and 
insistent opinion. As that familiarity 
is • being ' acquired legislative and ad- 
ministrative officers will find that more 
and more is being taken out of their 
hands- and settled by the influence of 
public opinion. It is as we grow in 
this way that we approach to true rep- 
resentative government and move to- 
wards a genuine democracy.

2. By permission of the Holy See the 


use of flesh meat is allowed, once a day 
only, on Mondays. Tuesdays, Thurs- 
days and Saturdays in Lent, except the 
Saturdays in Ember week and Holy ' 
week. The use of meat on Sundays is 
not limited as to the number of times. ' 


3. Lard and fat of any kind, as well 


as butter, may be used In preparing 
food on any day in Lent. The dispensa- 
tion Is extended also to the days of fast 
and abstinence throughout the year. 


4. A collation, not exceeding1 the 


fourth part of an ordinary meal, is al- 
lowed in the evening, at which eggs, 
fish, butter, cheese and milk may be 
used. 
; 


5. In the morning a small piece of 


bread is allowed with a cup of coffee 
tea, chocolate, or some similar drink. 


6. When the principal meal cannot 


be taken at noon, the order may be in- j 
verted, and tbe collation be taken in , 
the morning and the dinner m the 
evening. 


7. The use of flesh and fish at the 


same meal is not allowed, even on Sun- 
day. 
. 8. Those who are excused from fast- 
ing, are not restricted as to tbe num- 
ber of times they wish to eat meat, on 
the days on which meat U allowed. 


9, By virtue of an Indult, working 


people and their families are released 
from any obligation of abstaining from 
the use of flesh meat at any time, ex- 
cept on the Fridays of the year, Ash 
Wednesday, the Wednesday and Sat- 
urday of Holy week and the Vigil of 
Christrrtas. Those who are bound to 
the obligation of fasting and permitted 
on certain days of Lent to use flesh 
meat at one meal only, are, during 
Lent; even under the above Indult. not 
•allowed tbe use -of flesh meat oftener 
than once during the day. 


10. The following persons are ex- 


empted from the obligation of fasting: 
All under 21 years of age and those of 
advanced age, the sick, those who can- 
not fast without grave injury to their 
health, women in pregnancy, or nurs- 
ing infants, and all of those whose' du- 
.ties are of very laborious or exhaust- 
ing nature.

VEGETABLE SIDE-DISHES. 


(By Marion Harland.) 


. "No side-dishes, entrees and highly-, 
seasoned ^messes .for me! iPlain roast 
and boil.d, \viih a little variation in 
the line of broiled and fried' are the 
chief of my diet," quoth a man-, who: 
had just put his hostess to shame by' 
refusing to touch the round'of a la 
jnode beef, the larded sweetbrea'ds potato 
croquettes and cream tomato-salad set 
forth in seductive array upon her Sun- 
day luncheon table. 


Better educated, appetites :pa;ll under 


the year-long routine of the dishes he 
catalogued. Let the unmannerly censor' 
have his joint, steak or chop, as \vhat- 
fhe French have taught us to call, "a 
piece dereslstance," a foundation for the; 
lighter parts of the meal. We-who study, 
with the shifting seasons and the varying 
appetites of those for whom we cater, to 
devise tempting, inexpensive side-dishes, 
dainty entrees, unexpected -combina- 
tions of -familiar materials—know the 
quiet satisfaction of defying the butcher' 
to wreck luncheon, or even dinner, by 
failing to eat at our door. The line be- 
tween elegant, although frugal, living, 
and coarse; common fare _ls defined 
strongly ber«, "A dinner of "lierbs," i. e, 
vegetables—is not to be taken as the 
synonym for asceticism, if our house- 
mother use her wits and hands in this 
direction.

POTATO CROQUETTES. . 


Beat up lig-htly with a fork two cups 


of mashed: potato, add a beaten egg, 
a tablespoonful of melted'butter and 
enough-milk to make the mixture of the 
proper consistency to form easily into: 
balls. With the hands mak« into cro- 
quettes, set them in the fefrigerator'un- 
til stiff, roll In the beaten yolk of an 
*8S. then in cracker-crumbs, and fry at 
once in deep, boiling "fat 


SCALLOPED.SWEET POTATOES. 
Parboil and slice sweet potatoes, arid 


put ia layers in a baberdish, sprinkling 
each layer with salt, pepper, bits of 
butter and a very little, sugar. • When 
the dish is full pour a cupful of boiling 
water, in which has'been melted a table- 
spoonful of butter, over the contents. 
Strew the topmost layer with bread 
crumbs, and bake to alight brown. 


STEWED POTATOES. 


Feel potatoes, cut them into dice of 


uniform size and put them on the range 
in cold water. They must boil until ten- 
der. 
Then drain off, the. water, cover" 


the potatoes with hot milk, and stew 
in a double boiler for-ten. minutes. Thick- 
en with two teaspoonf uls of butter rolled 
in. one • of flour, and; season witb salt, 
pepper and .a little chopped parsley. 


HASHED POTATOES BAKED. 


Feel Irish potatoes, cut.into tiny dice, 


and throw .into, cold water. At the end 
of half an hour drain, tne'potatoes in a 
colander, and-dry them by pressing them 
between the folds of a clean dish-towel. 
Have some butter melted and turn the 
potatoes in a greased pudding dish, pour 
over 'them any melted butter that you 
may have left, sprinkle'with.salt, pepper 
and onion juice, cover the dish and bake 
until the potatoes are tender. 


SCALLOPED IRISH POTATOES. 
Beat three cups of hot mashed pota- 


toes light with half-cup cf milk, two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, one egg, and 
pepper and salt. Turn into a buttered i 
pudding-dish, sprinkle bread-crumbs j 
over the .top, cook covered for twenty j 
minutes, then uncover and bake to a 
golden brown.

BAKED SUET INDIAN PUDDING. 
Put one quart of sweet milk in a double 


boiler, let it come to a scale!, and then 
sift in two-thirds of-a large cup of dry 
Indian meal, stirring-'all the time, to 
prevent getting lumpy;' after it is well 
etirred in let it cook for ten minutes, 
then remove frornithe stove and add one 
tabiespoonful of "dry flour, well stirred in, 
two-thirds cup of chopped suet, two- 
thirds cup of chopped sweet apple (this 
can be:omitt«d), one teaspoonful of fait, 
a pinch of ginger, one cup molasses, and 
put into: baking dish'; when cold, add 
one pint of cold, sweet milk, and do not 
stir it in; set .in .the:oven and cover; bake 
until a nice brown; it usually takes 
four or five hours. It. is nice prepared the 
day before it is wanted, as it takes some 
time to .get cold, and pour on the cold 
milk the next morning; do not have the 
oven very hot, as the pudding is not so 
good if -allowed to run over, and set 
your pudding, dish .on something that 
will raise it about fpur'inches from the 
bottom ofrthe oven. 


CRANBERRY JELLY. 


One quart cranberries and a pint and 


a half of boiling water; boil rapidly 
twenty mihu'tes, then sift through a 
coarse seive, adding'two cups of sugar 
after it comes to a bo<il-again, and boil 
gently five minutes. Pour into moulds 
add the filling, and bake about twen ty 
minutes. For frosting,'take the whites 
of two eggs for each pie beat stiff and 
utir in one tablespotinfur of powdered 
sugar to each two eggs, spread on the 
pies an^; return to the oven'until a deli- 
cate brown.

When r«ady 
to serve remove the fat, season with salt 
and pepper, and if desired quite clear, 
beat into it the whites and crushed sheila 
of two eggs. Heat and stir until the 
boiling point is reached, let simmer ten 
minutes, then skini and strain through 
a double piece of muslin; reheat and it 
is ready. to serve.

VEGETABLE OYSTERS AU GRATIN. 


Scrub one bunch' of vegetable oyster 


plant and cook until tender' in boiling- 
salted water to which two tablespoons of 
vinegar have been added; drain and peel 
the. roots and cut into half inch pieces. 
Cook together one-fourth a cup each- of 
butter and flour, half a teaspoon of salt, 
a dash of pepper and one. pint of white 
stock or milk (or use7 one cup of each). 
When the sauce boils, add the pieces of 
vegetable oyster and pour into a but- 
tered baking dish. Cover the top with 
one cup of cracker crumbs stirred into 
one-fourth a cup of 'butter, and set into 
the oven long enough to brown the 
crumbs.

Wash -one pound of bag figs '(not 


pressed figs), cover well with boiling 
water and cook until tender.

- has been so enlarged and complicated 
by. the attempt to place the canal bill 
upon-it as a rider that it is difficult to 
predict how many additional days will 
be required to pass it. The whole ques- 
tion of receipts and expenditures of the 
government, the deficiencies arid the 
possibility of a bond issue, is likely to 
be thoroughly ventilated. 
As an un- 


embarrassed proposition, the Nicarag- 
uan canal bill vould doubtless com- 
mand a very strong majority in th,e 
house, but; with: the -power of the »BT 
propriatiqn comjnlttee and the threat 
of a bond issue'thrown in the balance 
against it, and ttie liklihood that to get a 
direct vote upon it will require' a re- 
versal of the ruling of the chair, it is 
'excedingly doubtful whether it can 
carry. 
• 


As soon as the sundry civil bill Is oiit 


of the way, the fortifications bill will 
follow, and the other three appropria- 
tion bills in the, following order—naval, 
army and general deficiency. 
Both the 


naval and army bills, in view .of the 
existing situation, will furnish texts for 
the discussion of our future policy, and 
may be prolific of long struggles. 
It 


would sem, therefore, unless the oppo- 
sition resumes a passive attitude that 
the house will have its. hands full for the 
remainder of the session in getting 
through the appropriation bills. 


The promised effort on-the part of the 


committee on military affairs to get im- 
mediate consideration of the army're- 


• organization bill probably will be the 
most important feature of the proceed- 
ings of the senate during the present 
•week.

Lines are dlvided'very sharply on this 


bill and the contest over its considera- 
tion, will unquestionably be both fiercp 
jand stubborn. The Republican members 
of the committee manifest a strong de- 
termination to press the bill regardless 
of allother measures, and their first ef- 
fort will be to secure consent from the 
^committee on appropriations to set the 
'appropriation bills aside until the army 
reorganization bill can be disposed of. 
They argue that it is useless to proceed 
with the appropriations, especially those 
for the army, until they know how large 
the army will be. They also urge that 
there is far greater necessity for leffi^- 
latton increasing the size of the army 
than for the appropriation of money to 
meet the government's . expenditures. 
Said Senator Warren of the military 
committee in discussing this matter: 


"The present appropriations hold good 


until the first of next July, while the 
volunteer army will necessarily be dis- 
banded as soon as the .peace treaty is 
signed by the .Spanish authorities. We 
will then be-in a ridiculous plight, with 
all our new possessions on our hands and 
our forces reduced to such an extent that 
we will not be able to even man our guns 
. in this country, unless we get an Increase 
of the army. ; It is absurd to say that any 
temporary expedient would answer', the 
purpose. You cannot find men to enlist 
In the regular army at $13 a month un- 
less they are sure of steady employ- 
ment" 


The Democrats, not only on the mili- 


tary committee, but throughout the sen- 
ate, will resist any effort to get the army 
bill through. They say, however, they 
will not try to prevent consideration of 
the bill. Speaking on this point Senator 
Jones *f Arkansas said: 


It Is not absolutely decided that the 


committee .00 appropriates would vol- 
untarHy retire In the Interest of the army 
(bill. They may, however, step aside for 
*. few days In order to five the promoters 
of th*.- military measure an opportunity 
t» t*st the temper of Its opponents. 
'There are at present only two appropria- 
tion bills before the senate, so that the 
time, for the experiment Is not unpropl- 
tlous. These are the agricultural and mil I- 
tary academy bills, and both can be dis- 
posed of in very short order unless there 
should be extraneous opposition to them. 
This Is not to be expected, except as an 
expedient to stand off the army bill. 


Much of the proceedings of the last two 


days of last week was due to the ex- 
pectation on. the part of some that there 
would be exceptional pressure to get up 
the 'army. bl'H. and the proceedings were 
Intended to indicate to the friends of that 
measure what they might expect in cage 
they should attempt to put their pro- 
gram into execution. Other opportuni- 
ties will doubtless be seized in the future

. row. The probabilities are, however, 
that it will not get into the senate before 
Wednesday.' An effort to force its con- 
sideration will, however,'make it almost 
as much a basis of proceedings as if it 
were In the senate itself, as-every thing 
•will be done with reference to this point 
so long as..the purpose of pressing its 
consideration is manifest. 
- 'Another :qu*stlon which bids fair to 
provoke considerable controversy is that 
Involved In Senator Hawley's'notice of a. 
motion for the reconsideration of the 
unanimous consent to Senator Mason's 
proposition to vote on the McEn*ry reso- 
lution, at 2.: 30 o'clock tomorrow. Sena- 
tor Hawley had objected to the consid- 
eration of this question when it came up 
on Saturday, and he was absent when 
the agreement was reached. Several 
other senators who a1 so opposed the Mc- 
Shery resolution, including- Senator Platl 
Of. (Connecticut, were absent, and Se'na- 
tor-Hawleyis motion for a reconsidera- 
tion was -made after consultation; with 
them. There are very few instances on 
record In Vhich effort has been made to 
(deviate from a unanimous agreement, 
and-there is little doubt that Senator 
Mason will strenuously resist this at- 
tempt."

of General Otis, and that when the insur- 
rection falls through he will escape to the 
continent rather than remain in'Luzon.

England and the country, but this 
city had enough to do In caring for it- 
self, so that it did not worry about the 
rest of the world.

this afternoon, and n.pt a train came 
to or went out of the city till late this 
forenoon. The street cars.. which did 
well until late yesterday afternoon, 
gave up the struggle in the evening. 


It was by far the worst night that 


has been seen in this city, and in spite 
of all former reports; of heavy storms, 
It undoubtedly was the nearest ap- 
proach to the blizzard of ISS8 that the

The streets and sidewalks of the city 


' were In almost impassable condition 


last night, and th;e returners from 


j dances had a hard time'to reach, their 


homes. This morning the wind.'was 
blowing so hard that it was almost im- 
possible to keep the walks cleaned, and 
it was afternoon before there was 
good walking even in the business 
part of the city, while on the streets 
away from the center there will be 
some time yet of bad, walking. 


The storm did not affect the tele- 


phone and telegraph wires as much as 
feared. The local telephone exchange 
was in. full running order early this 
morning, but little difficulty having 
been experienced during the night. The 
Western Union and Postal telegraph 
companies were able io.visp their wires 
all over New England and the west, 
the lines in the south being broken. 


At the police statioji last evening 


there were a number of homeless wan- 
derers who were driven in by the ter- 
rible storm, and who ..were given lodg- 
ings till morning.

Need of • Siiowploire 


This storm emphasized more than 


any other of recent years the* fact that 
the city is behind many others in not 
owning a plow for" walks, to be run 
through the walks Of'the business part 
of the city early in the'morning. Most 
cities provide such a plow, which not 
only makes the walks-at least passable 
for those who have to go to work early, 
but also aids the merchants very much 
in getting their walks cleared early in 
the morning.

The Fitchburg road, like all others" 


of this section of the country, was ab- 
solutely stalled."

Most of the men reached their 
work all right, but the girls found it a 
hard matter to reach the factories, and 
some did not appear at all, while others 
came to work very late. 


Schools Closed. 


No school wag held in the city all 


day. In spite of the storm's work, 
however, there were 25 or so pupils of 
the high school present at 8 o'clock, 
the whistle not blowing under the pres- 
ent plan until 10 minutes before the 
time for the high school to open. 


It Is expected that the schools will all 


be able to open "tomorrow. 


In ihe Country* 


The roads about the city are of 


-•ourse badly drifted. The wind, how- 
ever, was not so strong to the north of 
the city, and therefore the roads were 
not as bad as was feared. Milkmen 
were put hard to it to reach the city 
from all directions. A. H. Fuller of 
Stamford was the first man to send a 
milk wagon to the city from the north, 
and he put four horseso on the first 
team. This broke the road for those 
who followed.

DAMAGEDJY FIRE 


Two Local Companies Af- 


fected By Big Blaze in 


New York. 


318 STOCK OF WOOLEN 630DS 


Belonging 'o North Adams Manufactur- 


ing Company, Was in Burned 
Building. Agents of Wind- 


sor Print Works Also 


Disturbed. 


There was a disastrous fire in. New 


York city Sunday in which there- is 
much local interest, inasmuch as the 
New Tprk offices of two local manu- 
factories were located in the burned 
building. These are the North Adams 
Manufafcturing company, which has 
Its own offices, and the commission 
firm of Von Valkenburgh, which rep- 
resents the Windsor print works. 


The blaze was discovered about 10 


o'clock Sunday morning on the second 
floor of the five story iron front build- 
ing, Nos. 63 -and 64 Worth street, the 
flrst floor of which is occupied by P. 
Von Valkenburgh & Co. The four 
.upper floors are occupied by .the Hock- 
anum company, the -New England com- 
pany, the , Springville Manufacturing 
oiompany. and the North Adams Manu- 
facturing company, Duncan D, Chap- 
tin and Robert Maxwell, selling agents. 


The flames were confjned to the sec- 


nnd floor, in the rear of which they 
started, and to a portion of the third 
floor. .Three alarms were sent in, and 
the blaze was under control a short 
Mine after its discovery. A damage of 
514,000 was done, $12.000 of which falls 
on the stock and $2000 cm the building. 
The cause of the fire is unknown. 


It is believed here that there was 


very little damage, as neither of the 
loca| offices had .been informed of the 
fire when asked about it this morning. 
Mr. Sykes of the North.Adams Manu- 
facturing company said they had not 
known of the fire until informed by 
The Transcript. There is supposed to 
be in .the Iniilding about $25,000 of 
stock' owned by the company, but as 
the total, loss was far below that figure, 
and the fire was confined to two floors, 
he did not think his company had suf- 
fered.muehi'-TIio only fear was that the 
damage from snv :•:'.•> arid water ir.isriit 
ba very heavy, even/ though the; Z:e 
did not amount to 'much, as woolen 
goods''are easily injured in this way. 


The four firms which are located in 


the building and named' .above are 
known as the Hockanum association, 
and Mr. Sykes' brother, George Sykes,. 
is president of several of the com- 
panies represented in the association. 


Colonel Bracewell of the Windsor 


company had not heard of the fire, and 
believed there was no damage to the 
goods of his company carried by Von 
Va.lkenbur.gh, or be would have • been, 
informed."-

Mr. .Sykes communicated with the 


New .Tprk ^office this afternoon, and 
learned that the damage to the goods 
of the local concern was comparatively 
slight. -The fire stated in the office on 
the second floor,-and as the goods of 
the local mill are stored. on the top 
floor, the only damage was by smoke. 
Affairs in the office were in such a dis- 
arranged'condition as a result of the 
fire that it was hard, to tell just what 
the. loss was to the goods . of 
the 


separate firms represented. 


Nona of the samples were injured, as 


they are kept in a safe deposit, on ac- 
pf their great value to the firm. It is 
believed therefore that the loc.al con- 
cern's affected by the fire came off very 
easily.
